the experiment. They were divided as 
e\*nly as, possible into two lots ol 
three each. The pigs were high gradt 
Chester Whites, and were bred on th< 
Station farm. The pigs were weighed 
every Saturday in the afternoon, and 
for four days preceding the- experiment 
they were weighed daily, and the aver- 
age of these four days' weight is tak<»n 
for the average weight of each pig ai 
the beginning of the experiment, whiefc 
extended from Pet-ember 25, 18S7, :c 
March 5.18S8, or 70 days. 


The pens in which the pigs were kepi 


are of much the same size, being about 
30xJf. feet, with a comfortable small 
shelter house in each lot. While th« 
weather was such as to cause the pens 
to be niuudy more or less, they were- 
kept in good sanitary condition by fre- 
quent cleaning and beddice. In this 
experiment seven days or a week is 
termed a period. The following table 
(I) gives the weights of the pigs from 
the beginning to The end of the experi- 
ment, the total gain in weight for 
rach pig and for the three of each lot. 
the average daily gain for each animal 
and for each lot, and the average daily 
gain per head per lot. 


An examination of this table shows 


that those fed the mixture of shorts 
and corn meal gained a total of SoS1^ 
pounds, while the corn meal lot gained 
but 326% pounds. It will be also no- 
ticed that the three pigs of lot I made 
a combined daily growth of a 05 pounds 
or an average of 1.68 pounds per pig, 
as compared with 4.66 pounds for lot 
II, or an average of 1.55 pounds per

Attention is here called to the fact, 


however, that the heaviest and lignt- 
est pigs were in lot II, from first to 
last, and while none of the animals in 
either lot were sick during the experi- 
ment, unless in a very incidental way, 
pig 139 did not prove as good a grower 
as the rest of the pigs. But even had 
she laid on 25 pounds more flesh, lot 
II would still have fallen slightly be- 
low lot I in total weight. 
From the 


practical feeders' standpoint these pigs 
made uncommonly good gains. Where 
five or six animals of this class average 
in daily gain for 70 days froni one and 
one-half to nearly two pounds each, it 
may be considered a very satisfactory 
showing. The foods used were a mix- 
ture of equal parts by weight of wheat 
shorts and corn meal fed lot I, while 
lot II was fed corn meal only. 
The 


grain was weighed out and mixed with 
warm but not hot water. Besides this, 
drinking water, salt and ashes were 
supplied freely to each pen. The pigs 
were fed about seven in the morning 
and five in the afternoon, and once or 
twice in severely cold weather at noon. 
The food was weighed out for the three 
pigs in each lot, which ate together 
from one trough. The table shows *hat 
lOi. I was fed 718 pounds of shorts and 
the same amount of corn meal, making 
a total of 1,436 pounds of the mLxture, 
while lot II was fed 1,41-3 pounds of 
corn meal. 
The pigs of lot II did not 


at all times eat with as good an appe- 
tite as did those of lot I, and especially 
so on two different occasions.

Trimming a Borne'* llo<>n, 


Have you a good rasp for the feet of 


the colts? 
The old saying "no foot, 


no horse," is not only a true one, but 
should teach the farmer to take the 
best of care of the feet of all colts, 
says a writer in Australasian. 
The 


toe often gets too long, unbalances 
the foot, and Ihen come splints, spav- 
ins and every other disease to which 
the feet and legs are heir. See that 
the foot is kept rasped off and level. 
Do not use a knife if it can be helped, 
as the first blacksmith that shoes th« 
colt will cut away enough to last a 
lifetime. 
In no part of the horse's 


anatomy ha§ he suffered 
so 
many 


wrongs or endured so much unneces- 
sary suffering as in his feet. If there 
is the least excuse every blacksmith 
will use a knife. Try to let the colts 
grow up with such good strong feet 
that there will be no excuse for cut- 
ting them. Use the rarp en the under- 
side of the toe, anil under no circum- 
stances put the rasp on the outside of 
the foot. 
The entire hoof, from the 


coronet to the sole, is covered by a 
fine coating of natural varnish, be- 
ginning at 
the 
upper 
margin or 


coronet and gradually becoming thin- 
ner 
JIB it descends. 
Under cover of 


this varnish the new horn is secreted 
and protected until it attains Its ma- 
turity. The moisture necessary by the 
animal economy to the perfection of 
the horn is retained within it, and the 
Influences of wet and dry are set at 
defiance. 
It is easy to see that this 


most important covering should not 
be Interfered with, and the foot should 
be kept level and In good shape from 
lh« underside.

I.ouis Napoleon, then prince pre»t 
ident, waited with his feet on the fen- 
der to bear the result of the coup d'etat 
which made him emperor. 


During the third empire, the Elyseft 


Napoleon, as It had then become, waf 
lent to the many sovereigns who vis- 
ited Napoleon III, and the Empress 
Eugenie. Although filled with works 
of art and furnished with some of th» 
finest eighteenth century furniture In 
eilstence, the Elysee happily escaped 
the notice of the Communards, and ad 
wa» neither sacked nor burnt.
